Commonwealth that give the State 
Bureau of Fire Prevention 
the 


power to act.

form all interested persons within 
the borough, as well as the state 
fire marshal's office, that I will not 
in the future assume any responsi- 
bility should these fire and health

The John- 
son house and Duttera building are 
unoccupied, Sickles said. The barn 
is in a dilapidated condition. 


"Each of these properties present 


a serious fire and health menace 
to adjoining properties, and it is 
my opinion that if the present 
ordinance can force decent citizens 
of this borough to repair dangerous 
sidewalks, an ordinance can be en- 
acted to force persons who own 
dilapidated and menacing buildings, 
like those mentioned, to remove or 
repair same to conform with the 
building code and present health 
laws," Sickles said.

ONE-WAY IDEA 
IS TURNED DOWN 
BY COUNCILMEN 


The question of one-way streets 


in Gettysburg came before the 
borough council at its meeting in 
the engine house Tuesday night, 
but died aborning. 


Burgess C. A. Heiges. who ad- 


mitted that he was not in favor of 
one-way travel, brought up the 
matter with a request for opinions 
from council members. The answer 
was "no one-way streets." 


Councilmen cited Breckenridge 


street as an example of what can be 
done to relieve congestion in an- 
other way. Parking on thfe street 
was limited, by borough ordinance 
several months ago, to the north 
side of the street only. Councilmen 
said that the parking on one side 
had eliminated the previous con- 
gestion, and said they felt that this, 
rather than one-way streets, was 
the solution for other streets in Get- 
tysburg. 


Wants Fogging Machine 


Another recommendation made by 


the burgess, that the borough con- 
sider the purchase of a fogging or 
spraying machine for use in its 1950 
war against mosquitoes, 
received 


scant support, for another reason. 


"We are going to have some new 


faces on this council after the first 
of the year," Council President 
H. M. Oyler pointed out. "Let's not 
do anything now that will bind the 
new council." The proposal was re- 
ferred to the mosquito committee. 


The burgess declared that the 


borough could purchase a fogging 
machine for $1,400, less than the 
amount 
budgeted this year for 


mosquito contarot. A .further, argu- 
ment used br%e"burg«s&; -was that 
the borough could "fog" the town 
oftener, at least every two weeks, 
instead of two or tnree times a sum- 
mer, if it owned its own machine. 


No More This Year 


The fogging and spraying has 


been done this year by the Vogel- 
Ritt company of Hagerstown. Coun- 
cil voted Tuesday night to continue 
the oiling, but decided to dispense 
with another fogging, which would 
cost approximately $200. More than 
$1,200 has been spent thus far on 
mosquito control. 


The oiling has been done weekly 


along Rock creek and elsewhere to 
tefll the developing mosquitoes in the 
larvae stage in stagnant 
water 


where they breed. 


Councilman Fred Hummelbaugh, 


in reporting on the mosquito control, 
said that mosquito control, to be 
effective, must be continuous. 


"We obtained good results this 


year, and we found out what we 
have to do." he said. "We know that 
the majority of the mosquitoes come 
from Rock creek, but we also know

Another recommendation made by

mosquitoes,

scant support, for another reason. 
"We are going to have some new 
faces on this council after the first

year.” Council

do anything now th at will bind the 
new council." The proposal was re­

execution.” Three others—a woman 
and two youths—were wounded 
The 13th. John Wilson. IO. died 
this morning at Cooper hospital, 
where Unruh underwent an unsuc­ 
cessful operation for the removal of 
a bullet from his hip, 
Prosecutor Mitchell Cohen said 
U nruh’s wound is not serious aud 
that he is physically able to under­ 
go extensive questioning by mental 
health experts. 
Should the psychiatrists find that 
Unruh was sane, Cohen said he will 
press for an imm ediate grand jury 
indictm ent, early trial and death by 
electrocution, the penalty for m ur­ 
der in New Jersey. Unruh alreadv 
has been charged with murder 
Tile prosecutor told newsmen that 
Unruh, a Bible-reading war veteran 
with an "arsenal of weapons,” said

Foreign Minister Ernest Bevin 


and Sir Stafford Cripps chancellor 
of the Exchequer, arrived in New 
York by ship last night and arrived 
here bv tram at 6 10 a m EST 


Bevin said in New York he viewed 


the Washington conference as a 
means "to win the struggle for one 
world one world of free and demo- 
cratic peoples " 


In three power talks starting in a 


fifth floor conference room at the 
state department at 11 a m the 
British leaders are expected to seek 
American agreement to speed up 
spending of dollars for strategic ma- 
terials such as tin and rubber. 


Would Relax Old Loan 


At the same time they want to 


relax a 1946 Anglo-American loan 
agreement provision so that Britain 
can increase discrimination against 
buying American goods 


These and other measures, which 


American officials are expected to 
receive sympathetically, are designed 
to (1) increase the flow of badly 
needed dollars to Britain and (2) 
enable the British to curtail the 
spending of the dollars and gold 
they now have 


Bevin was ready to argue, should 


the point come up. that the troubles 
whicn beset Britain are not due to 
its socialist government programs 
He was "somewhat edgy when a 
newsman asked him last night about 
charges that British socialism has 
bungled the nation's economic af- 
fairs 


"Unintelligent people alwajs look 


for a scapegoat," he replied And

ENGLAND FACE 
BALLOT SCRAP

England's experiment with Social- j 


ist government is headed for a i 
stormy showdown in the next gen- 
eral election, which will determine 
whether the country wishes to con- 
tinue the regime or return to the 
old system of free enterprise on 
which the greatness of the empire 
was built. 


The Labor (Socialist) government 


which came to power in July of '45 
would have a normal life of five 
years—that is. until next summer. 
However, England s economic crisis 
nas reached such a grave pass that 
it's an\body's guess whether it will 
get better or worse. This confronts 
the Socialist leaders with the prob- 
lem of whether to hang on until the 
end of their term—in hope of im- 
provement—or to force an early 
election on the chance that things 
are better now than they will be 
later 


As things stand, that decision 


must hinge largely on crystal gazing 
Much will depend, it strikes me, on 
the outcome of the Bntish-Cana- 
dian-American conference opening 
in Washington today to seek a solu- 
tion of John Bull's predicament. If 
relief can be devised, the Socialist 
political chances might be improved 


England s Socialist leaders are 


under no delusions about the politi- 
cal dangers ahead Both Sir William 
Lawther, piesident of the great 
British Trades Union Congress, and 
James Griffiths, chairman of the 
Labor party, warned the annual 
conference of the T D C Monday 
that Socialism is facing a tough 
fight 


This blunt warning was aimed at 


wildcat strikes which have been 
complicating the economic crisis 
Both le'aders declared Labor might 
lose the next general election if it 
didn't stay on the job Sir William 
asserted that some work stoppages 
have been instigated by Commu- 
nists 


So Britain's Socialist leaders are 


worried — and 
for 
good 
reason 


Things haven t 
woiked 
out 
as 


they anticipated when they took 
office Economic difficulties, which 
thej inherited as the result of the 
war, have gone from bad_to_HDQrse 


Inevitably there has arisen the 


searching question of whether the 
situation has worsened because of 
Socialist policies or whether 
the 


same misfortune would have dogged 
the Conservatives if they had been 
continued in power Thats a ques- 
tion which the voters most certain- 
ly will want answered before they 
go to the polls 


The burden of proof will rest with 


the Socialists, and it won't be easy 
to produce the evidence They can 
claim with perfect right that they 
innerited serious economic difficul- 
ties Few -will dispute that But the 
next question is 'tough 


' Have the Socialist policies, dur- 


ing more than four years of govern- 
ment, unproved the economic situa- 
tion any'' 


The" answer obviously is in the 


negative This puts it up to the 
party to prove to the public that 
Conservative policies would have met 
a similar fate

$2,000 which was paid by the insur­ 
ance companies when the torrent* 
of rain came on the last day of the 
fair, a Thursday. 
The following years were marked 
by bigger and better fairs, by the 
addition of other buildings, by more 
and more exhibits and displays. 
W eather ‘ Ruined" Several Fairs 
But the weather—both dry and 
wet, hurt the fair .several times. In 
1930 it was dry weather th at caused 
cancellation On August 7, 1930, Fair 
Secretary A D, Sheely announced 
th at the exposition for th at year had 
been cancelled. A drought which had 
extended for more than 35 days up | 
to th a t time had withered the crops 
in the fields. Cattle and other farm 
animals, gasping 
for 
water that 
farm ers had to go to great distances 
to obtain when well after well went 
dry, hj|d lost their sleekness, were 
not fit for competition. There wa* 
nothing to do. he said, but cancel 
the fair. 
The next year, 1931. brought good 
weather, and resumption of the fair. 


However in 1933 and 1934 the fair 
wa* marred by wet weather, and in 
bout cases it was extended several 
additional days to permit people to 
attend 
the wetness making Impos­ 
sible attendance on 
the 
regular 
scheduled day*. Rain also hurt the 
fair in 1939, so badly, th a t the as­ 
sociation operated at a lass for th at 
year. 
The next year the fair was back 
on Its feet—but although no one 
knew it at the time, it was to be 
the last fair for eight long years. 
Estimates of the 1940 crowd were 
set at 30.000, and moat of the per­ 
sons attending were loud in their 
praise of the fair and their hopes 
to attend the fair the following year. 
Polio. War, Halts Fair 
W hen 1941 came along all prepa­ 
rations for the fair were completed 
when a polio epidemic hit the 


county. An u health measure, the 
I fair cancelled its showing th at year, 
intend Hu hi resume again in 1942 
But the 1942 fair was also never 
to Im* held The Monday after the 
close of the 
1940 lair 
President 
Roo evelt signed the first peace-time 
draft bill 
The rumblings of war 
were heard, but few believed then 
j that war would come, even us late 
as the time th - 1941 fair was can­ 
celled because of polio But in De­ 
cember, 1941, Japan struck, mid from 
then on tiler* was no tim e for such 
things a s fairs 
With the war out of the way the 
post-war reconstruction period had 
to take place before the* fair could 
be gotten underway once again. 
I 
in 1948, early in the summer, a 
meeting of the former guarantors 
and others was held. They agreed 
to start the fair ult over again. A 


call was made for new guarantors, 
and they resjxmded by the hundreds, 
each guaranteeing to sign a note for 
$100 to help the fair along 
T hat organization swung the 1948 
fair, but even while the 1948 fair 
was underway there was a discussion 
of even better wavs lo operate the 
park and fair, and to establish a 
more stable organization, owning it* 
own buildings and grounds, and do­ 
ing away with the more cumbersome 
method of having two organizations 
In charge of the fair grounds. 
Reorganization Completed 
This year th at organization was 
effected with complete control of 
the organization vested in the resi­ 
dents of Menallen, Franklin and 
Butler township, and Arendtsville. 
Biglerville, Bendersville boroughs. 
Thus the control returned full 
circle, back to the people who or­ 
iginally started the fair. But at the 
same time the fair itself remains 
an Adams county institution, and 
the 
fair family." th* 
committees 
and workers who do the work, re­ 
m ain i»eopie from throughout the 
! county. 
May Hold llrlve For Funds 
The original fair started out with­ 
out 
admission 
charge 
and 
the 
charges for parking and the like 
were set merely high enough to 
1 pay Hie cost of operating the fair. 
| 
And in another year, the South 
M ountain Fair may return to that 
policy —of giving all who attend the 
; full return for their dollar—lf plans 
proposed by M. E Knou.se can be 


carried out. 
Knouse has suggested an annual 
drive for funds to help defray the 
$35,000 debt of the fair, provide funds 
for m aintaining the buildings and 
developing additional buildings and 
the park Itself, lf th at can be car­ 
ried out, the cost of admission to 
the park, the admission charge to 
the entertainm ent, the horse show 
and the like will be merely what is 
needed to pay for the cost of the 
entertainm ent—in other words the 
operation of the current fair. 
At present, however, the fair can ­ 
not do th at; it m ust make a slight 
profit on 
admissions, commercial 
displays and the like above It* op­ 
erating expenses, in order to pay 
off the Uegt and have enough to 
develop and repair the park. 
And It Is a price th at few people 
regret paying. Judging by the crowd* 
that have consistently swarmed over

m inute of the show

Robeson charged that many of the 


10,000 concert-goers were "attacked 
by arms of-the state and local gov- 
ernment." He called the concert 
crowd "peacefully assembled Amer- 
ican citizens." 


Referring to Gov. Dewey's order 


to Westchester county officials to 
furnish all available police protec- 
tion for the concert, Robeson said 
at a news conference in New York 
city: 


"He sent the storm troopers. He 


gave the illusion they'd be there to 
defend us, but they were really 
there to beat our brains out" 


Robeson demanded that New York 


state pay property damage and re- 
imburse those injured. 


There was no immediate comment 


from those assailed by Robeson ar.d 
his supporters for the second anti- 
Robeson riot in the area within 
eight days. 


The district attorney, comment- 


ing on the fact that the heavy po- 
lice force prevented any serious dis- 
order before and during the concert 
on an abandoned golf course, said: 


'There would have been mass 


killing if they hadn't kept control 
at the danger center in the concert 
area. Even with 200 more officers, 
we couldn't have protected all the 
roads."

article written for Borba, organ of 
the Communist party. 


The article asserted Yugoslavia 


had been milked by Russia through 
the agency of joint shipping and 
airline companies set up after the 


- war. The two companies were dis- 


solved last week. 


Djilas tossed a scornful barb at 


other eastern European countries. 
He said they are still being ex- 
ploited by similar "mixed" com- 
panies.

Poultry 
Pointers 


Bv FREDERIC K BLOC K 
A poultryman needs good judge­ 
ment to decide at what time and for 
which pullets additional light ought 
to be added to the natural day 
licht. Late pullets which have Just 
started laying can be stimulated by 
lights, but it should not be done 
too early, because “forcing” the pul­ 
let may cause her to quit the Job 
too soon. Additional light will be 
helpful when the average pullet 
eggs weigh 22 or more ounces per 
dozen 
Two to four weeks must pass be­ 
fore addition of light will stimulate 
increased egg production; therefore 
the poultryman must check care­ 
fully the time to begin with the ad­ 
dition of lights 
The yearly number of eggs laid 
is not increased by light stim ula­ 
tion. You can change only the time 
of laying in order to pet more eggs 
in fall when average production 
is low. and prices high 
It makes 
no difference whether you use lights 
in the morning or in the evening 
I prefer morning lights 
Not the I 
least of my reasons is that it does 
not need a dimming system, which 
is absolutely necessary when eve­ 
ning lights are applied When eve­ 
ning lights are turned off. and it 
is suddenly dark you scare your 
birds, and they can not find a space 
to roost 
without 
crowding 
each 
other 
However, time .switches can be 
bought for economical prices; they 
are dependable and you do not have 
to get up earlier. 
One and one-half watts for each 
five 
square feet of floor 
space 
ought to have the most effect, no 
m atter how many birds are housed. 
Your pullets do not need more than 
14 hours of light including the 
natural day light. 
Distribute the 
light evenly over the pens If you 
keep yearling hens and they are 
laying, they ought to be stimulated

H uas Carlyle*. "America's Newest 
binning Star,’* currently appearing 
with his orchestra at the South 
M ountain Fair, has bf en singing 
professionally since he was IT years 
old and a Junior at Glenville high 
school in hts home town. Cleveland 
While in high school, Carlyle be­ 
came a record collector, specialism* 
in platters by Russ Columbo and 
Bing Crosby. When Station WJAY. 
Cleveland, announced an am ateur 
talent hunt, he decided to study his 
Columbo and Crosby recording . and 
started singing in preparation for 
auditioning for the contest Carlyle 
finally 
reached 
the finals, after 
several hundred hopeful Cleveland 
am ateurs had been eliminated His 
first song on the final program sewed 
up the prize. and he won a 13-week 
contract to sing on the Cleveland 
station 
Started With ftiur Barron 
During hts radio series, a then un- 
known orchestra leader. Blue B ar­ 
ron, came to Cleveland to organize 
his first band, after Barron 
parted company at Ohio univ 
Athens. Ohio, with Sammy Kaye. 
Both of these future greats of the 
music world had been co-partners 
in a campus band up to this time 
The handsome, wavy-haired songs­ 
ter was suggested as vocalist, and 
after one hearing. Barron got C ar­ 
lyle’s name on a contract. 
Carlyle's vocalising played an im­ 
portant role rn the rapid rise of the 
Barron band While playing at the 
Southern Tavern. Cleveland. Barron 
was heard in New York city dur­ 
ing a radio show by Maria Kramer, 
m anager of the Edison Hotel.

Both of these future greats of the 
music world had been co-partners 
in-a campus band -up to this time. 
The handsome, wavy-haired songs- 
ter was suggested as vocalist, and 
after one hearing, Barron got Car- 
lyle's name on a contract. 


Carlyle's vocalizing played an im- 


portant role in the rapid rise of the 
Barron band.

Tanney—he said his 
middle initial "doesn’t stand for 
Midas"—opened a stock market of­ 
fice of his own Tuesday. Thereby, 
he believes, he became the nation s 
youngest independent broker. 
Aa yet he hasn t tried to buy a 
seat on the Curb Exchange (cost: 
about 16.000) nor the Stock Ex­ 
change (around 140,000). But they 
are his next goals. 
*I am primarily going after the 
working and middle classes for busi­ 
n ess rather than the top execu­ 
tives," he said 
• You don t have to be a Morgan 
or a Dupont to own stocks,*’ 
Boor-To-Door Selling 
His idea: to ring the doorbell of 
the common man and convince him 
that buying common stock in sound 
American industries is today s best 
investment yet He plans a staff of 40 
salesmen to wage a door-to-door 
selling campaign 
He already has 
hired four. 
Tanney. who has been buying and 
selling stocks since he was ll, thinks 
that one of the biggest things wrong 
with Wall street Is that too many 
stock salesmen merely wait for in­ 
vestors to phone them. 
• The older men rather resent the 
younger generation coming in,” he 
said. *T know some young men who 
are making 8350 to IWO a week sell- 
ng securities because they go after 
new bigness. 
• And I know some okltime cus­ 
tomers men who earn only |20 to 
|25 a week because they sit in theli 
offices and do nothing. They put up 
a big front, but they eat two-bit 
lunches. And they have to be careful 
how they cross their legs—or else 
the hole in their shoe will show ’ 
But Tanney thinks Wall street 
has a sound future even though the 
flow of risk capital today is slow. 
Public Ignorant 
•It’ll pick up.’* he said. 
Theres 
plenty of cash around, and banks 
aren t paying more than 3 per cent. 
The public knows very, very little 
about securities. 
They need to be educated to the 
fact that there are good stocks avail­ 
able now that pay from IO to 16 
per cent.” 
Tanney plans to specialise ta m ar­ 
keting such high-yield securities. 
and intends to sell them to low- 
income people on an allotment basis. 
if necessary, in the same way the

blocks of low-priced stocks in oper­ 
ating companies that aren't m ar­ 
ginal—companies that won't go un­ 
der in a depression.

Strasbourg, France, Sept.-: 7 (/P) — 


The Council of Europe's assembly 
voted by a show of hands Monday 
for creation of a European Union 
with definite powers over the gov\ 
ernments of member countries. 


The 12-nation assembly voted 


overwhelmingly for a resolution de- 
claring that the new Council of 
Europe should be expanded into a 
genuine federal authority. 


The measure now must go the 


Ministerial committee, the upper 


j house of the Council of Europe. The 


j council can make only recommenda- 
tions to the member governments 
and has no real power. 


The vote came after the assembly 


had learned that Winston Churchill, 
in a secret memorandum in October,

foreign teachers 
supplementing the 
local staff 
in 
Ethiopian schools include English­ 
men, Frenchm en, C anadians. Am eri­ 
cans, Egyptians, Hindus, Swedes and 
Norwegians. 
The Russians, it is believed, would 
like to make their contribution of 
teachers, but seem to be prevented 
from doing so by their weakness in 
languages—English 
is the official 
school language here and all the 
foreign teachers know English well.

one 
problem in this East African nation 
of 15.000,000 people. The num ber of 
nubile schools nas increased from 
380 last year to 430 this year, ac­ 
cording to official figures. But the 
dem and for education is so great 
that the government is finding some 
difficulty in supplying schools and 
teachers in sufficient quantity 
Enrollment figures, still 
incom­ 
plete, are reliably estim ated at near 
100,000 This compares with 50,000 
in 1947-48 
Ethiopia’s literacy rate 
is unknown. At one time, not many 
years ago, illiteracy was estim ated 
by a foreign educator at close to 
IOO per cent. This figure has been 
reduced during recent years.
